White: Slavery. 


One of the perennial subjects that 
come up for discugsion time and 
again is that descriptively known 

“white slavery” and it is not’ 
surprising/that the matter has been 
engaging the attention ‘of ‘the Lea- 
gue of Nations now in session at 
Geneva, The suggestion of a Ger- 
man delegate that all houses of ill- 
fame should be abolished found a 
ready supporter in Dr. Brookes, of, 
South Africs, who contended that 
commercialised vice was an anach- 
ronism'and ought to be abolished 
like slavery.

Science is 
trying to find out. 

Your reaction time ‘and that of 
the other driver may mean the dif- 
ference between saying it with 
flowers and continuing the trip— 
between life and death. . 

Recently Unele Sam's Bureau of 
Standards, where. scientists make it 
their business to get the answers to 
queer but important questions, 
equipped a car with two revolvers 
attached to the running board. The 
firing of the guns told just how 
long it takes most people to begin 
to think about stopping. © 


‘Measure! Between Marks. 


By a unique’ method one revolver 
is discharched to signal the driver 
that he must stop the car as soon 
as possible, This shot leaves a 
mark on the highway as the ear 
speeds along. The second revolver 
is connected with the brakes. As 
goon as the. driver applies the 
brakes, As soon as the driver ap- 
plies the brakes, it is shot off auto- 
Matically. It too, leave a red 
mark.on-the pavement. 

Next the scientists measure’ ‘the 
distance these two marks. As they 
know the exact speed at which the 
car was travelling, they tan readily 
figure in scconds how. long it teok 
the driver to stop -his automobile.

and so’ reached home again via 
Havre. . 


In the course. of this trip, the 
car, an old Fourteen h.p,, Arm- 
strong Siddeley, which carried a 
Ioad of four people. and baggage, 
climbed 24 mountain passes varying: 
in height from 30 to nearly 9,000: 
ft., and covered nearly 2,500 miles 
at a total cost per head of well 
under £20. .

That 90 per cent. of the motor- 
ing accidents in the last few weeks 
were avoidable is the disquieting 
conclusion reached by the Royal 
Automobile Club after examining 
reports received from its road 
guides. Charges of carcless and 
selfish driving are made in a re- 
markable document which the R. 
A.C, will publish. |. ” 

From what !-hear (writes a cor- 
respondent of the Daily News), it 
is being compiled: from 4 scrutiny 
of the reports of road guides on the 
accidents in the last few’ weeks. 
Curelessnesg, selfishness, -and im- 
patience of road users are stated to 
be the causes. Drivers of light 
cars figure’ ‘prominently in the 
charge, 

The principal indictment ig that 
had the ordinary driving rules and

"CASE FOR AN ENQUIRY. --

Perhaps there is no subject of 
such wide interest and appeal as: 
the growing cost of living and for 
that renson there were doubtless 
many in Hongkong pleased to note 
that the Hon. Mr. W. EB, L, Shen- 
ton calle the attention of the 
Government to the continual .in- 
crease, during the course of his 
speech in the Legislative Council 
on Thursday. There will be many 
who will agree with Mr. Shenton 
that the Government might , well 
give special consideration to the 
matter and cause a representative 
enquiry to be held to ascertain its 
causes, but.the Government, in the 
words of the Hon. Colonial Se- 
eretary when replying, hag al- 
ready come to the conclusfon that 
“the inevense in the cost of living 
is due to causes over which the 
Government has no Control.” 
That is a complete washing of 
hands that will earry not much 
conviction for there are many who 
believe that the holding of a Com- 
mission of Enquiry into the high 
cost. of living in Hongkong would 
reveal the existence of causes 
which ‘could easily -be . in- 
tluenced by Governmental action. 
At all- events, there would ba a 
mensure of satisfaction 


derived from the holding of an 


inquiry even if it resulted only: in |, 


proving that the present high cost 
of, living is unavoidable.

INTERFERENCE.. 


“PRAIN-WRECKING TRIED. 


(A: Special Correspondent, ) > 


Canton, Sep. 16. 

The Japanese boycott pickets 
are renewing, théir activities in 
the city. A matter of three or four 
days since, a British gentleman 
was importing a class of cargo be- 
lieved by ‘thé pickets to be dapan- 
ese, Immediately the goods ‘were 
discharged from the vessel into a 
private cargo-boat belonging to the 
owner of the cargo, pickets sur- 
rounded the boat and: demanded 
that ‘they be allowed to examine 
the ‘goods, this. happening before 
the cargo had reached the Custom 
Youse for the usual examination 
and payment of tariff. The fore- 
ign business man at first objected, 
stating that the cargo was 
cortatnly not Japanese, and the 
labels on the packages denoted 
this -but eventally realising that it 
would be wiser to'give way, and 
Save a ldt of time, he agreed to the 
search. Many of the packages 
were then broken open and their 
contents-strewn all over the cargo- 
hoat, but to their chagrin the men 
discovered that ‘the goods ‘were 
not Japanese. After collecting 
samples of all the,different classes 
of thts cargo, the pickets dispers- 
ed, and the owner was permitted 
to proceed to Shamecn, 

A’ day or-so ago, some cargo 
had been examined by the Customs 
officials, and was lying on the jetty 
near the examination sheds ready 
for removal. Japanese merchants 
came alongsjde in 2 motor-bont, 
and in a few moments had all of 
it-on board. The pickets were 
within easy distance, but’ did’ not 
interfere. Quite a lot of Japanese: 
cargo is finding its way into the 
eity,, but the merchants aver 
that, it is cargo that has 


been in Shameen for a con- 
siderable’ ‘time, certainly — be- 
fore the date the boycott com- 


menced, June 1. Prior to the boy- 


‘| cott the average value of Japanese 


goods imported . here per month, 
waa seventeen million yen. Dur- 
ing recent months this figure has 
fallen to approximately a little 
less,than half. The usual month- 
ly export figure runs into some- 
thing like three millions. ; 

Reports state that the Japancse 
Government has made a loan to its 
local merchants, the Amount in- 
volved being two hundred thou- 
sand yen, but this is not confirm- 
ed, : : : 


Merchants Appéu in Vain. 


-The" recent appeal, through 
Fung Chuk-man, the Provincial

ANTI-PIRACY. | 


THE PROPOSED NEW 
REGULATIONS. 


STRICT: POLICE SEARCHING. 


As promised in'the’ ttew_anti- 
piracy Bill now before the Legis- 
lative Council, the Government has 
drafted proposed new regulations 
for the ‘suppression of piracy, and 
these are published in the Govern- 
ment Gazette circulated to-day. 


As will be.seen by the’ text; 
which follows, the. new. regulations 
deal more particularly with the 
making of affective police searchea 
‘on all vessels before leaving har- 
bour and ‘it is provided that no 
vessel shall leave until it has re- 
ceived a police certificate that a 
proper search has been completed. 
' The proposed regulations fol- 
ow: : 

1 In these regulations—(1) “Ship” 
includes any deseription of vessel 
used in navigation in the propulsion 
of ‘which use is made of any 
mechanical means other than ours and 
sailss and (2) “Vessel” includes any 
ship or boat, and any other description 
of eraft used in navigation, 

2 Phe Captain Superintendent of 
Police shall have power to search 
any’ vessel, and after any search to 
make further searches, and to detain 
any vessel for such purpose, and he 
may delegate his powers under’ this 
regulation. - 

3 Every vessel in theywaters of the 
Colony shall’ stop when hailed by the 
police. _ 

4 The owners, agents, charterers 
and licensees shall notify the Captain 
Superintendent of Police confidentially 
beforehand on any oceasion when it 
is expected that treasure — will: be 
carried on a ship from or through 
the waters of the Colony. 

5 While any ship is lying alongside 
a wharf in the harbour of Victoria, 
no person shall be permitted to come 
on boord or to bring or: put on 
board, any article or ‘thing except 
cargo, on the side of the ship away 
from the wharf. 

G6 When the master of any ship 
in the. waters of the Colony has any 
cause whatever to believe that any 
vessel may be in .nced of assistance 
in respect’ of a piratical attack, it 
shall be his duty, as far as reasonably 
may be, to approach such vessel as 
closely as possible, to stand by-it, to 
prevent the uecess of pirates thereto, 


to assist, in rescue work, to call other’ 


ships to the aid ofthe vessel attteked, 
and do all such other aets as may 
be necessary or advisable to assist 
the said vessel in repelling the attack, 
and after the attack, and he shall 
act accordingly. : 


‘q. The owner, charterer, agent 


or licensee of any vessel not re- 
quired by or under these regula- 
tions to undergo search may apply 
to the Captain Superintendent of 
Police for police search of the 
veasel; the Captain, Superintendent 
of Police may refuse to comply 
with any such application, or may 
impose conditions on which any 
such application will be granted; 
every search undertaken pursuant 
to this regulation shall deemed to 
be an authorised search under 
these regulations. 7 
8 No'ship required or authoris- 
ed by or under these regulations 
to. undergo police search ~ shall 


vommence or attempt to'commence: 


a voyage or trip except from. a 
place and at ‘an hour previously 
notified to and approved by the 
Captain Stiperintendent of Police. 

9, Subject to exemption granted 
under ‘these regulation no ship 


shall carry or attempt to carry any: 


passenger from the Colony or 
through the waters of the Colony 
on a voyage to or including: any 
port or place—(1) on the Canton 
River; or (2) on the West River 
or any river or estuary in the 
province of Kwongtung or the pro- 
vice of - Kwong Tung | or

Formosa; or

COLOURED MEN FIGHT 
WITH KNIVES, 


MANY’ INJURED. 
Glasgow, Aug. 16. 
A rivérside battle between, col- 
oured seamen, in which razors, 
knives and a’ revolver figured, oc-. 
curred in Glasgow this morning 
outside the offices,in James Watt- 
street of the Seamen's Union. 
About twelve men were injured, 
some seriously, and eight arrests 
were, made. The battle lasted 
about ten minutes, and afterwards 
an ambulance wagon party — col- 
lected. the injured, who were 
lying on or staggering about the 
noad.: ca 


The clash occurred between 
West Indian negroes and Arabs. 
Trouble is alleged to have urisen 
over the appearance of Arab fire- 
men, who had been brought, from 
London to sign on for a new ves- 
sel. These men turned up at the 
Union offices for their permits, 
‘and in the street were gathered 
a party of West Indian. negroes. 


Squabhbling ‘between the rival 
parties was quickly followed by 
the drawing of knives and razors, 
which were freely used, and’ at 
least one revolver shot was fired. 


How Battle Began, 


News of the battle reached the 
police through a telephone ‘mess- 
age and a detachment of con- 
stables was speedily sent from the 
Marine Police Station, while 
others: were despatched from the 
in: St. Andrew's 


“T never saw anything like it,” 
remarked an eyewitness of the 
fight, adding “it was terrible while 
it lasted. Shortly before 11 o’clock 
I noticed two separate groups of 
native seamen squabbling.’ They 
began. pushing each other, and in 
a few seconds knives were drawn 


and,a hand-to-hand fight ensued. 


“Some of the men,” he, continu- 
ed, “were armed with heavy sticks; 
while others flourished razors and 
knives. There: were about 200 
corner of 
James Watt-street when the: dis- 
turbance .began,. but they took no 
part in’ it, allowing the natives to 
fight it out among themselves.” ..
